1 church there, which was finiſhed by St. Oſmund. 
5 Biſhop Richard Poore brought the ſeat of the See 
5 from the hill of Old Sarum to Saliſbury, or New 
Sarum, where it has continded ever ſince. He firſt 
bagan the Cathedral Church here, in the year 
1220, which was finiſhed in 1258, by Biſhop Brid- 
4 port, and dedicated to the Virgin Mary, It was 
conſecrated on the 30th of September, in the pre- 
ſence of King Henry III. the Archbiſhop of Can- 
| terbury, and a great number of the nobility and 
prelates; and according to an account chen (deli. 
vered to the King, it had coſt 40, O00 marks, a ſum 
far leſs than might have been ſuppoſed, even al- 
4 lowing for the difference of the value of money. 
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n ancient times the Biſhops of Saliſbury were 
Precentors to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury ; 5 and 
1 2 "ns Edward IV. annexed the Chancellorſhip of

| the Garter to the Biſhops of this ſee ; but, in the 


new ſtatute made by King Henry VIII. this office 
was left ſolely at the King's diſpoſal, or to a clergy- 


man or layman. Since Biſhop Ward's time, how- 


ever, it has continued, without interruption, to be 


_ conferred on the Biſhops of Saliſbury. 


| This See hath yielded to the church of Rome one 
Saint and two Cardinals, and. to the Engliſh nation 
one Lord Chief Juſtice, three Lord Chancellors, two. 
Lord Treaſurers, two Maſters of the Rolls, two 
' Chancellors to the Univerſity of Oxford, and one 
to the Univerſity of Cambridge. 

This dioceſe contains all Wiltſhire, except two 
pariſhes ; all Berkſhire, except one pariſh, and part 
of another: it hath likewiſe ſeveral pariſhes in Por- 

ſetſhire, (in the dioceſe of Briſtol) its own peculiars; 
making in all about 544 pariſhes, of which 10g are 
impropriations. It has three Archdeacons, viz. of 
Saliſbury, Wiltſhire, and Berkſhire, and 1s valued in 

the King's books at 13671. 118. 8d. and computed 
to be worth, annually, 35001. The clergy's tenths 
amount to go1l. 85, 
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To this Cathedral belong a Biſhop, a Dean, 2 0 
Precentor, a Chancellor, three Archdeacons, a Sub- 
Dean, a Sub-Chanter, forty-five Prebendaries, fix 
of which, being reſidentiary, are ſtiled Canons: four 
Vicars or Petty Canons, ſix ſinging Men, eight 
Choriſters, an Organiſt, and other officers.
